The  results 
however,  are  not  at  all  doubtful,  thanks  to 
the  subserviency  of  the  voter,  the  fears  of 
the  opposition  and  the  measures  take,,  by 
the  government,  The  election  may  be  not 
incorrectly  described  as  a profonm  ratifica- 
tion of  the  revolution  and  the  provisional 
government,  in  which  the  opposition  bad 
been  previously  frightened  from  the  field 
I  he  result  therefore  is  an  almost  unanimous 
delegation  in  both  chambers  of  the  purely 
official  party,  there  being  very  few  opposing 
candidates  elected.  Among  these,  however 
we  are  glad  to  see  the  names  ol  Sen  tto'r 
Saraiva  and  Deputy  Zama  from  Bahia 
Deputy  Demctrio  Ribeiro  of  Ri0  Grande 
do  Sul,  and  Deputy  Antonio  l'rado.  With 
bin  few  exceptions,  the  successful  candidates 
are  new  aud  untried  men.  Some  of  them 
arc  known  merely  as  poets  and  cafe  orators, 
and  are  sure  to  occupy  valuable  tune  with 
empty  declamations  and  visionary  projects 
The  outlook,  therefore,  is  not  favorable  for 
legislative  work  unless  executive  pressure  is 
brought  to  bear  on  them  to  carry  out  the 
official  programme  with  a  minimum  of  dis- 
cussion. In  addition  10  the  names  given  in 
our  last,  we  have  to  record  the  election  to 
the  Senate  of  Gen.  Floriano  l'eixolo  min- 
ister r,l  war,  in  the  state  of  Alagoas,  and  the 
probable  election  of  Minister  Ruv  Barbosa 
111  Bahia  and  Minister  Ccsario  Alvim  in 
Minas  Geraes. 


We  trust  that  the  /hit  will  permit  us  to 
oiler  one  very  essential  correction  to  its  edi- 
torial of  the  20th  on  "anti-patriotic  oppo- 
sition   -this  paper  has   no  alliance  ("  hy- 
brid," or  otherwise)  with  any  political  parly 
or  newspaper  whatever,  and  it  has  no  "soli- 
darity '  with  any  person  or  newspaper  ex- 
cept what  may  spring  from  independent 
voluntary  agreement  on  common  topics  for 
public  discussion.    We  are  deeply  obliged  to 
theGoseVci  dc  Nolicias,  Trikttm,  Srtail,  Di- 
ttrio  Popular,  and  other  Brazilian  journals 
(or  the  frequently  repealed  compliment  of 
transcribing  our  opinions  in  their  columns 
and  we  should  be  pleased  to  have  the  Fail 
and  Diarw  ,1c  Nolicias  place  us  under  the 
same  obligation.     As   we  can   not  he  sus- 
pected of  revolutionary  designs,  nor  of  pur- 
poses leading  to  personal  gain  or  partizan 
advantage,  our  opinions  certainly  will  not 
poison  the  minds  of  those  who  read  those 
two  semi-official  journals.     Still  further  as 
we  thoroughly  believe  in  free  discussion  and 
in  bank  opposition  to  any  measure  which 
we  consider  wrong  in  principle  and  hurtful 
in  practice,  we  claim  lhe  right  of  a  public 
hearing  without  incurring  the  contemptible 
rejoinder  ol  being  "unpatriotic"  and  "inim- 
ical to  the  country."     A  man's  highest  duty 
is  to   be  honest,  sincere  and  truthful  and 
there  is  no  true  patriotism   which   compels 
him  to  be  otherwise.     No  republic  can  ex- 
ist without  parties,  and  the  true  basis  ol 
parlies  is  opposition  on  questions  ol  policy 
and  methods  of  government.     Each   may 
call  the  other  unpatriotic,  but  the  truth  is 
that  both  may  be  equally  honest  and  patri- 
otic.    When,  therefore,  the  Paiz   seeks  to 
suppress  discussion  by  calling  names  and 
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creating  suspicion  as  to  motives,  it  cither 
discredits  its  own  judgment,  or  dishonors 

its  own  reputation  for  free  discussion  ami 

fair  play. 

Wk  see  by  the   Novidihies  of  the   19th 
that  Deputy  Ltiiz  Mural  will  advocate   two 
measures  in  Congress — literary  property  and 
divorce.     The  young  deputy  has  thus   far 
distinguished  himself  only  in  poetry,  and  it 
may  be  a  rare  exhibition  of  discretion  which 
leads  him  to  restrain  his  forensic  powers   to 
such   subjects  as  these.     In  all  probability 
other  new  members  of  the  national  legisla- 
ture  will   follow   his  example  to  identify 
themselves  with    some    project  or  reform 
which  will  give  good  opportunities  for  trop- 
ical   oratory   and   the  creation  of  a  reputa- 
tion for  advanced  ideas.      In   view  of  this 
prospective  state   ol    things,  it  ought  to  be 
explained  to  these  enthusiastic  young  legis- 
lators that  Brazil  has  urgent  need  of  a  very 
different  class  of  work  just  at  this  moment, 
There  can  be  no  denial  of  the  need  and  utility 
of  such  laws  as  those  of  divorce,  of  literary 
property,  and  of  a  score  of  similar  subjects, 
but  just  now  the  prime  need  is  that  of  reor- 
ganization—the  creation  of  an  efficient  re- 
publican government  out  of  the  ruins  of  the 
monarchy  and  ol  a  mediaeval  state  of   soci- 
ety.    The  work  to  be  done—if  well  done  — 
is  simply  stupendous.     The  finances  of  the 
country  must  be  organized    and    a   proper 
budget  prepared  ;  a  new  system  of  taxation 
must  be  devised  which  will  continue  to  pro- 
vide the  revenue  required  for    the    national 
government  and  at  the  same  time  provide 
for  the  support  of    the    new    state  govern- 
ments ;  the  organization  ol  the  states  must 
also  be  promoted  and   the   limits  between 
national    and   state   powers  must  be  clearly 
defined  ;  a  new  judiciary  is  to   be  created, 
provided    with    a   new   judicial  procedure, 
with  new  inferior  courts,  with  a   new  police 
organization,  and  with  a  proper  codification 
ol  the  laws  ;    the  national  domain  must  be 
determined  and  better  arrangements    made 
for  locating  immigrants  ;  there  should  be  a 
belter  definition  ol  the  powers  of  nation  and 
state  in  the  matter  of  railway  control   and 
concessions,  and  of  the  guarantee  of  inter- 
est  to  industrial  institutions  ;  there  should 
be  more   rigid   laws  relating   to  bankrupt 
settlements  and   liquidations  to  protect  in- 
vestors and  legitimate  trade  against  the  ma- 
nia for  speculation  which  has  broken  out  in 
this  country  ;  there  should  be  created  a  bet- 
ter and  more  liberal  system  of  public    edu- 
cation ;  and  there  should  be  an   intelligent 
and  judicious  study  of  a  score  of  other  im- 
portant matters  intimately  connected    with 
the  reorganization  and  prosperity  of  the  na- 
tion.    We   may   be  permitted,  perhaps,  to 
advise  Deputy  Mural  that  his  scheme  for  di- 
vorce  can    easily  wait  until  all   these    more 
urgent  matters  are  settled.

— The  police  of  Nictheroy  aie  seriously  em- 
barrassed. A  young  lady,  a  minor,  ran  away  with 
two  lovers,  and  the  police  have  to  decide  which 
must  be  made  to  marry  her. 

—An  epidemic  of  small-pox  has  broken  out  at 
Fspiril )  *Santo  da  liana  M ansa,  state  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro.  The  people  have  become  terror  stricken 
and  are  abandoning  the  sick. 

—The  people  of  Juiz  de  Fora  are  complaining  of 
a  scarcity  of  water.  It  is  singular  that  the  more 
money  is  expended  upon  water-works,  the  more 
difficulty  is  experienced  iu  getting  water. 

—A  decree  dated  on  the  12th  inst.  by  the  gov- 
ernor  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  grants  Arozimbo  Muniz 
Barretc-  a  monopoly  for  35  years  for  tile  telephone 
service  ol"  Nictheroy,  the  capital  of  the  state. 

—Ail  aviso  of  the  minister  of  finance  dated  on 
the  nth  inst.  orders  the  establish  me  nt  of  a  fiscal 
agency  at  Maiahit.  Bahia,  where  Messrs.  John 
Giant  &  Co.'s  mineral  oil  works  are  established. 

—At  Campinas,  S.  Paulo,  when  a  commission 
arrives  there  to  mark  out  a  new  cemetery,  it  is  re- 
ceived with  music.  We  hope  the  people  of  Cam- 
pinas do  not  dance  on  their  grandmothers'  graves. 

—The  election  seems  to  have  exhausted  the 
commander  of  the  Rio  state  police  force  also.  He 
applied  for  a  leave  of  absence,  when  his  election 
was  secured.  The  strain  on  the  candidates  in  Rio 
de  Janeiro  must  have  been  intense. 

—A  civil  engineer  named  Alberto  Augusto  Gui- 
maraes  wishes  to  develop  a  marble  quarry  some- 
where in  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  but  he  wants 
the  governor  to  grant  him  an  interest  guarantee  on 
700,000$  to  enable  htm  to  do  it  salely. 

—  Minas  Geraes  is  to  have  a  peculiar  glass  mak- 
ing company.  The  company  will  work  a  quarry 
for  producing  building  stone  and  in  exchange  for 
exemption  from  state  mining  taxes  will  mount 
some  schools.     Where   the  glass  comes  in  is  care - 


Tlie  election  of  capitalist  Mayrink  seems  to 
have  aroused  great  enthusiasm  throughout  the 
country.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  people 
have  fully  resolved  to  abandon  Positivism  and 
adopt  ihe  worship  of  the  Golden  Calf.  . 

—A  correspondent  of  the  Juiz  de  F6rn  Pharol 
tells  a  significant  story  about  the  appointment  ol 
ten  school  inspectors  in  the  state  of  Minas  Geraes 
at  a  salary  of  500$  each  per  month.  The  inspect- 
ors, however,  were  employed  as  election  agents, 
travelling  about  on  free  passes  and  advocating  the 
official  ticket,  while  the  matter  of  public  instruction 
received  almost  no  attention  whatever. 

—Ceara  and  Maranhiio  have  shown  their  adhe- 
sion to  the  republic  in  a  very  peculiar  manner. 
The  first  has  elected  a  Sr.  Jose  Avelino,  who  has 
been  the  defender  of  every  cabinet  that  was  ever 
organized,  and  the  latter  will  send  as  one  of  its 
deputies  Sr.  Henrique  de  Carvalho,  elected  a 
deputy  from  the  city  of  Rio,  when  Afionso  Celso 
was  consul,  once  an  alderman  accused  ol  exacting 
blackmail,  and  only  a  short  time  ago  a  prisoner 
on  a  charge  of  treason  in  Fort  Santa  Cruz.  It  is 
very  evident  that  the  electors  in  the  provinces  do 
not  read  history. 

—According  to  a  telegram  from  Fortaleza,  Cea- 
ra, a  group  of  some  400  individuals,  led  by  Srs, 
Rodrigues  Junior  and  Torres  Porlugal-the  former 
an  ex-minister— organized  a  procession  011  the  af- 
ternoon of  the  14th  which  went  through  the  streets 
with  seditious  cries  and  firing  revolvers.  A  con- 
llict  ensued  between  them  and  the  police  lorce, 
during  which  several  individuals  were  wounded. 
The  mob  was  finally  dispersed  and  Sr.  Rodrigues 
Junior  was  arrested.  It  is  said  that  the  purpose 
was  to  expel  the  provisional  governor.  Another 
telegram  says  that  the  authorities  were  the  aggres- 
sors by  attacking  a  peaceful    procession  of  citizens.

If  old 
stories  are  true  the  purchasers  should  go  in  for 
wine-making,  for  we  never  saw  such  bunches  of 
grapes  as  the  spies  brought  from  there,  when 
Moses  was  president. 

—The  minister  ol  justice  has  thanked  the  son-in- 
law  of  the  minister  of  agriculture  in  the  name  of  the 
government  lor  services  he  rendered  the  nation  as 
chief  of  police  of  Parana.  Is  the  minister  of  for- 
eign affairs'  son-in-law  of  meaner  clay  than  the 
son-in-law  of  the  department  of  agriculture?  He 
was  chief  of  police  of  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

—The  Agua  e  Luz  (water  and  light)  company  of 
Sao  Paulo  has  secured  an  electric  light  contract  for 
Curityba,  capital  of  Parana.  An  animal  subsidy 
{sic)  of  25,680$  is  granted  for  a  service  equal  to 
4,000  candle  power,  and  the  municipality  of  Curi- 
tyba further  guarantees  the  company  6  per  cent. 
on  the  capital  employed  in  the  works. 

—Ala  place  called  Caldas  in  S.  Paulo  one  man 
combines  the  following  positions:  clerk  of  the 
orphans'  court,  mortgage  register,  first  and  second 
notary  public,  clerk  ol  the  peace,  clerk  ol  the  po- 
lice delegate  and  also  of  the  sub-delegate,  clerk  of 
the  civil  register  of  births,  baptisms-  and  marriages, 
and  he  is  a  sexton,  a  musician  and  a  tailor, 

—A  small  shopkeeper  at  Wubalao,  near  Santos, 
was  found  murdered  in  his  shop  on  the  morning  of 
the  17th.

—The  Jom.tl  publishes  a  report  that  the  juiz 
comma  a  at  of  Valenca  has  ordered  a  judicial  valua- 
tion of  the  Rio  das  Flores  railway. 

—  A  station  on  the  Santa  Cruz  branch  of  the  Cen- 
tral of  Brazil  line  is  called  "Estacao  do  Santissimo" 
or,  in  English,  "Station  of  the  Most  Holy." 

—The  payment  has  been  authorized  of  151,945$- 
722  to  the  Campos  and  Carangola  railway  to  com- 
plete the  interest  guaranteed  for  the  first  half  of 
the  current  year. 

—A  proposal  ol  the  representative  of  the  Rogers 
Locomotive  Works  to  supply  engines  to  the  Cen- 
tral of  Brazil  railway  was  declined  by  the  minister 
of  agriculture  on  the  191I1  inst. 

—A  decree  dated  an  the  iSth  permits  the  "So- 
ciele  Anonyme  du  Chemin  de  Fer  Benevente- 
Minas"  to  transfer  its  concession  to  the  Geral  das 
Estradas  de  Ferro  no  Brazil  company. 

—A  decree  dated  on  the  6th  inst.  allows  the  Ba- 
rao  de  Araruama  railway  company  to  transfer  its 
concession  and  the  Campos  and  Carangola  railway 
system,  which  it  owns,  to  the  Leopoldina  company. 
—The  local  press  have  been  calling  the  attention 
of  the  minister  of  agriculture  to  the  delay  in  de- 
ciding who  is  to  build  the  Minas  and  Rio  railway 
extension  to  the  Rio  Verde  and  the  Lambary 
branch , 

--The  minister  of  agriculture  has  granted  to 
Messrs.  John  Grant  &  Co.  permission  to  make  sur- 
veys for  a  railway  from  Marahu,  Bahia,  to  the 
boundaries  of  Bolivia,  but  he  declines  to  compro- 
mise himself  in  any  manner  as  to  the  railway. 

—On  the  17th  the  minister  of  agriculture  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  general  communications 
a  request  from  the  Banco  Constructor  for  a  privi- 
lege for  a  railway  from  a  point  on  the  Sorocabana 
line  to  the  town  of  Tornagina  {sic)  in  Parana. 

—On  the  18th  it  was  reported  here  that  an  appli- 
cation had  been  made  to  the  governor  of  S.  Paulo 
for  a  railway  concession  from  Taubate  to  Campi- 
nas. This  has  been  expected,  for  the  Norte  de  S. 
Paulo  railway  meant  to  draw  traffic  away  Irom 
Santos. 

—The  Banco  Emissor  da  Bahia  and  Sr.  Abel  Pe- 
reira  Guimaraes, applied  to  the  department  of  agri- 
culture for  a  guarantee  of  interest  upon  the  capital 
of  a  railway  from  Timbo  to  a  junction  with  the 
Aracajii  and  Simao  Dias  railway  in  Sergipe.  The 
minister  replied  that  the  concession  from  the  state 
must  be  secured  before  he  could  consider  the  guar- 
antee question. 

—The  fiscal  engineer  of  the  Sorocabana  railway 
has  resigned.  In  our  last  issue  we  had  occasion 
to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  fiscal  engineer 
of  the  Leopoldina  railway  had  resigned,  and  now 
we  register  the  retirement  of  his  colleague  of  the 
Sorocabana.  What  epidemic  has  struck  the  fiscal 
engineers?  And  why  are  not  their  reasons  for  re- 
signing made  public? 

—The  government  has  agreed  by  contract, 
signed  on  the  16th,  to  pay  to  the  shareholders  of 
the  S.  Paulo  and  Rio  railway  10,000,000$  in  5  per 
cent,  government  stock,  besides  assuming  the  for- 
eign debt  of  the  company  which  is  estimated  at  271/ 
to  reach  6,500,000$.  It  is  said  each  original  share 
of  200$  will  receive  350$  and  the  subsidiaries,  or 
deferred,  will  receive  85$  per  share. 

—On  the  19th  inst.  the  minister  of  agriculture 
furnished  the  foreign  affairs  minister  with  a  de- 
tailed account  of  Hie  reasons  for  depriving  the 
Minas  and  Rio  railway  compruy  of  its  concessions 
lor  an  extension  to  the  Rio  Verde  and  for  the  Lam- 
bary branch.  The  document  is  long  and  is  de- 
clared to  be  drawn  up  for  the  information  of  the 
British  minister  here.     It  is  ex  parte,  of  course.

JVPAA  PLATE  ITEMS, 

—Some  or  the  national  schoolmasters  in  Hiienok 
Aires  have  not  been  paid  since  January  last. 

—The  Parana  river  is  said  to  have  risen  some 
three  feet  above  its  normal  level,  owing  to  recent 
heavy  rains. 

—The  Argentine  government  paid  $161,700(0 
the  railways  for  carrying  troops  to  put  down  (he 
recent  revolution. 

— An  illegal  issue  of  notes  has  been  discovered  in 
the  Rioja  provincial  bank,  and  the  amount  is  said 
to  be  very  large. 

—A  Bolivian  consul  having  been  imprisoned  at 
Jujuy,  Argentina,  the  Bolivian  minister  at  Buenos 
Aires  has  asked  for  explanations. 

—The  Buenos  Aires  Standard  is  informed  that 
a  large  part  of  the  new  wool  clip  will  be  brought 
to  market  on  bullock  carts  because  of  the  exorbi- 
tant railway  charges. 

—The  immigrant  arrivals  at  Montevideo  during 
the  first  half  ot  the  current  year  numbered  15, 523, 
and  ihe  departures  8,743,  leaving  6,780  against 
2,604  in  the  same  period  ot  last  year. 

— A  decree  has  been  issued  by  the  Argentine 
government  annulling  previous  decrees  which  dis- 
missed revolutionary  officers  from  military  service. 
They  are  restored  to  their  former  rank  with  ar- 
rears ot  pay. 

—The  Argentine  government  has  been  compelled 
to  take  three  "  state  coaches,"  which  had  been  or- 
dered in  Paris  by  President  Celman.  They  are  no 
longer  wanted,  but  it  was  thought  not  advisable  to 
let  them  be  sold  at  auction.  The  price  is  36.050 
francs. 

— The  Argentine  government  has  decreed  that 
after  October  15th  all  steamers  and  sailing  vessels 
whose  draft  will  permit,  shall  discharge  and  receive 
passengers  and  cargo  in  the  south  basin,  in  one  of 
the  new  docks,  or  at  one  of  the  Riachuelo  wharves. 
Salt,  timber,  tiles,  etc.,  are  to  be  discharged  at  the 
Riachuelo. 

— There  is  most  dolefully  impecunious  news 
from  Santa  Fe.  There  is  not  a  red  cent  either  in 
the  free  bank  or  the  government  till  there,  and 
Governor  Caffarelta  declares  that  he  has  not  money 
enough  in  hand  to  pay  even  the  wages  of  the  port- 
ers in  the  Government  House,  What  a  blessed 
state  of  things  !— Buenos  Aires   Standard,  Sept.  4. 


Coffee   Notes 


— The  New  York  Coffee  Exchange  lias  voted  to 
list  mild  cofiees  on  and  after  June  1st  next. 

—The  imports  of  coffee  into  the  United  States 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  amounted  to  499,159,120 
pounds,  against  578,397,454  pounds  in  1888-89— a 
decrease  of  79,238,334  pounds. 

— The  telegram  was  justified  that  gives  the  news. 
From  4,000  coftee  trees  a  planter  of  S.  Carlos  do 
Pinhal,  S.  Paulo,  has  gathered  4,000  alqmires  of 
dried  coffee,  representing  a  money  value  of  24,000$. 


Local  Notes 


— King  Taffy  is  now  having  his  turn. 

—The  chief  of  police.  Colonel  Dr.  Sampaio  Fer- 
raz,  resumed  charge  of  the  police  department  on 
the  16th. 

— It  is  announced  by  cable  that  a  second  strike 
has  occurred  at  Southampton  which  has  delayed 
the  departure  of  the  Royal  Mail  steamer  La  Plata 
for  Brazil, 

—As  the  children  of  the  primary  schools  are  to 
lw  allowed  to  sing  "  school  anthems,"  the  minister 
of  the  interior  has  ordered  that  a  competition  be  or- 
ganized to  furnish  the  "  words  and  music." 

— Bythestr.  VUtoria,  sailed  on  the  nth  inst., 
there  left  for  Rome  the  Archbishop  of  Hahia,  the 
Bishops  of  Para  and  Goyaz,  a  canon  and  three 
priests  oj  the  Brazilian  Roman  Catholic  church. 

— It  is  generally  supposed  that  Srs.  Mural  and 
Luiz  Delphino,  both  poets,  recently  elected  depu- 
ties, will  be  made  secretaries  of  the  Chamber,  and 
the  reports  of  the  daily  sessions  will  be  in  verse, 

.—The  plague  ot  200$  notes  still  continues.  And 
everyone  gets  rid  of  them  just  as  soon  as  he  can — 
just  to  show  how  correct  the  minister  of  finance 
was  when  he  staled  how  large  a  percentage  of  bus- 
iness is  done  in  these  notes. 

— The  friends  of  Mr.  Mayrink  are  so  rejoiced 
over  his  election  to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  that 
they  propose  to  offer  him  a  grand  banquet  at  the 
Cassino.  Perhaps  the  King  of  Portugal  will  ask  to 
be  included  in  the  demonstration  in  the  customary 
manner. 

—One  of  the  sanitary  delegates  on  the  18th 
seized  a  quantity  of  stuff  that  was  being  hawked 
about  the  city  as  the  "Elixir  of  Our  Lady  of  Gour- 
des," and  the  sellers  are  to  be  fined  100$.  As 
they  were  not  arrested,  they  are  not  likely  to  pay 
the  fine. 

—According  to  a  telegram  published  in  the  Ga- 
zeta  de  Notkias  on  the  i8lh  a  night  school  has  been 
opened  at  the  lazareto  to  teach  the  ignorant  ser- 
vants there.  It  seems  about  time  to  close  the 
lazareto,  if  the  employed  have  to  open  a  night 
school  to  keep  themselves  awake. 

— Antonio  de  Barros  has  been  appointed  a  mem- 
ber of  the  administrative  council  of  the  section  of 
commercial  statistics  of  the  state  of  Parana.  Anto- 
nio's Iriends  are  hereby  requested  to  add  to  his 
patronymic  the  initials,  M.  A.  C.  S.  C.  S.  S.  P., 
and  give  his  place  of  residence  to  avoid  mistakes  in 
the  post  office. 

— On  the  17th  twenty-three  coachmen  appeared 
before  the  police  to  pass  examination  as  to  their 
knowledge  of  which  of  J.he  Rio  streets  you  go  up, 
and  which  you  come  down,  and  three  of  them  were 
"plucked."  Perhaps,  with  the  constant  changes 
in  names  of  streets,  the  poor  victims  had  become 
■mixed  in  their  geography  of  Rio. 


—The  job  for  razing  Castle  hill  was  authorized 
by  a  decree  of  the  18th  inst. 

—General  Hermes  da  Fonseca,  brother  of  Gen- 
eral Dcodoro  and  governor  of  Bflhia,  arrived  here 
on  the  19th. 

— Curious  result  of  silver  legislation  in  the  Uni- 
ted States.  The  Strata  carried  to  England  4,000$ 
in  Brazilian  silver  coin, 

— The  swan-necked  Lopes  Trovlti  is  now  on  his 
way  home  to  take  his  seat  in  Congress  at  the  head 
of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  delegation. 

—There  was  a  severe  conflict  in  Villa  Isabel  on 
the  18th  between  a  shopkeeper  and  some  police 
soldiers.  The  latter  were  thief-hunting  and  stupid- 
ly mistook  the  shopkeeper  for  the  man  they  were 
looking  for. 

—The  New  Yotk  Maritime  Register  of  August 
2oth  contains  a  lengthy  communication  from  "  A 
Victim,"  describing  what  ship  captains'  tribulations 
are  in  Rio.  The  guarda  mdr,  who  reads  English, 
should  peruse  it. 

—Dr.  Doming*  Freire  seeim  to  have  missed 
election  to  the  Chamber  by  only  A  head.  He  will 
now  be  aide  to  devole  himself  lo  further  researches 
after  that  fickle  little  yellow  fever  cryptococcus  he 
claims  to  have  discovered, 

— Citizen  Antonio  Augustode  Carvalho  has  been 
appointed  lieutenant-colonel  commandant  of  the 
artillery  battalion  of  the  federal  capital,  national 
guard,  vice  Lt.  Col.  Francisco  de  Paula  Mayrink, 
placed  on  the  retired  list  with  the  rank   or  colonel. 

— The  minister  of  maiine  has  requested  the  min- 
ister of  agriculture  to  have  1,250  tons  of  coal  des- 
tined to  the  Central  of  Brazil  railway,  delivered  ai 
Bahia  for  the  use  of  the  navy  yard  there  ;  and  also 
that  1,050  tons  be  ordered  to  Pernambuco,  200  to 
Para  and  700  to  Rio  Grande  do  Sul.  The  govern- 
ment appears  to  have  gone  into  the  coal  business. 

— The  failure  of  the  republican  electors  of  Rio  dc 
Janeiro  to  return  Dr.  Siiva  Jardim  as  deputy  must 
be  considered  as  an  indication  that  they  appreciate 
true  republican  principle  less  than  official  protec- 
tion. The  Dr.  has  evidently  wasted  much  good 
powder  throughout  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
But  republicans  always  were  ungrateful,  you  know! 

— It  is  reported  that  Silva  Jardim,  the  defeated 
republican  tribune,  will  soon  start  .1  paper  here  in 
Rio.  Kali  the  defeated  aspirants  for  legislative 
honors  rush  into  journalism,  we  shall  soon  have 
one  ol  the  liveliest  controversies  on  record.  The 
more  the  merrier,  however;  we  shall  be  delighted 
to  see  them  at  it,  even  ii  it  puts  up  the  price  ol 
paper  and  ink. 

— The  new  notes  of  the  Banco  dos  Estados  Ulli- 
dos,  printed  in  Leipzig,  have  been  turned  over  lo 
the  printers  here  for  alterations  in  conformity  with 
the  decree  of  March  last.  The  minister  changes 
his  mind  so  often  that  it  is  impossible  to  gel  out 
a  note  before  some  correction  becomes  necessary. 
However,  as  Ins  admirers  consider  this  fickleness 
and  versatility  as  indications  of  financial  genius, 
we  presume  there  is  nothing  more  to  be  said. 

— The  editor  of  the  Diario  do  Commercio  has  had 
a  disagreement  with  his  cook,  and  just  "lifts  the 
scalps  "  of  the  intendentes  because  they  don't  or- 
ganize domestic  service.  As  a  profound  secret  we 
may  tell  our  colleague  that  "  industrial  nacional  " 
is  at  the  bottom  of  his  trouble  ;  everybody  who 
can,  goes  into  the  factories  or  on  the  Aifandega. 
The  dwellers  in  Petrbpolis  will  endorse  us,  we  are 
sure. 

— The  Pah  has,  we  fear,  made  a  very  serious 
omission  in  a  recent  attempt  to  classify  the  oppo- 
sition press  of  the  city,  in  which  they  are  placed 
under  only  three  categories: —Roman  Catholic, 
Ouro  Pretista  (adherents  of  Affonso  CeloJ  and  in- 
triguers. There  may  be  all  of  these,  just  as  there 
are  parasites,  fools  and  intriguers  on  the  other 
side.  There  is,  however,  one  very  important  class 
which  the  Pais  ignores— those  who  can  not  sup- 
port a  corrupt  and  meddlesome  administration,  lt 
is  puerile  to  charge  that  an  opposition  comprises 
no  men  who  are  actuated  by  honest  and  rational 
motives. 

-—It  is  announced  that  Dr.  J.  Rarbosa  Rodrigues 
proposes  to  prepare  a  catalogue  of  all  the  plants 
existing  in  the  Botanical  Gardens.  It  will  be  a 
work  of  great  value  and  utility.  In  this  connec- 
tion, we  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  di- 
rector to  the  inconvenience  of  closing  the  Gardens 
on  certain  days,  as  has  recently  been  done.  Strang- 
ers are  continually  being  disappointed  by  going  out 
there  to  find  the  gates  closed.  If  the  Gardens  must 
be  closed,  then  special  pains  should  be  taken  to  ad- 
vertise the  days  at  the  steamer  and  newspaper  offi- 
ces. But  why  is  it  necessary  to  close  a  public 
garden  any  day  ? 

— Ccn.  Ccsano  Alvim  takes  the  cake.  On  the 
1 6th  he  managed  to  get  Gen.  Deodoro  to  order 
Gen.  Barbosa  to  lei  him  have  1,059,000$  more  for 
taking  a  census  of  Brazil  in  December  next.  And 
Gen.  Alvim  bases  his  estimate  on  the  following  in- 
genious calculation  :  in  1872  there  were  to,  112,061 
(these  are  imaginary  figures,  for  the  census' en- 
umerators gave  no  such  number. — Ed.  News.) 
inhabitants  in  Brazil  according  to  the  census  of 
fhat  year  and  it  cost  8t4,546$o53  10  register  them. 
As  experts  of  the  department  of  the  interior  have 
fixed  the  present  population  of  the  country  at  14  -
